Lines’ of the brief attaohed to your referenced memorandum. r / 
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1. Col. Kuahal originated the idea of sendin 
to Byelnri issia. He directly recruited Monitch while 

hy flitjjfftarbahelski , an aid/ofLCcfl., Kushgl'3. Kushal received financial aid 
frra Samultin and as suae s that Isfcinltln/ r&feaived some of his funds from the 
US authorities. Both men Here cposen for their youth, courage and patriotism, 

• as veil as for the fact that neither of them appeared to he either Intellectuals 
or military types. k ;

2 . Ool. Kuahal has no details of method of content with the priest in 
Siemiatioie. He assumes that contact was made throu€^£&anc^^^T*states that 
fuller details on this question are contained in Enclosure B. 

3. Monitch's eyes vere not blindfolded while crossing the Polish^yelo- 
russian frontier. He. left Poland by ni^it and arrived In’ Byelorussia, and con- 
sequently assumes that in so doing he most have crossed the frontier. 

4 . Kananchuk put Monitch in a freight car. Monitch left the freigit 
car shortly prior to his arrival in Hoybgrodek. Further details on t&J^are 
also contained in Enclosure B. Kuahal states that he does not believe that 
frontier traffic controls are very stringent between satellite, states and Soviet 
territory inasmuch as the Soviets control all traffic in both anyway. 

5. Monitch established his bona fides with the partisans only after 

extensive interrogation by the partisans. Kananchuk had given him no instruc- 
tions and, as a^matter of fact, Monitch did not know that Kananchuk was con- 
tacting the partisans until the guide was brought to him. This was the case 
mainly because Kananchuk himself did not want to give Monitch any information . 
that could be useful to secret police. The partisans had been notified of 
Monitch's arrival by Kananchuk but throu^i no other channels. Monitch had 
never before been associated with the partisan movement. ’ 

6. W hi le in the Soviet Onion, Monitch lived with the partisans. 1 He 
carried no Soviet documents. If arrested, he was to say that he was returning 
to his home town as he had been officially repatriated in Poland and merely 
wanted to get home- The partisans received supplies from local peasants who. 
were sympathetic with tneir cause. Arms and munitions consist of those cap- 
tured during the war. jj| 

7 > Monitch an a Kal^/ TT^Ssed the border into 'Poland on foot via forests 
a nd marshes along the borSer? They evaded all villages and traveled at ni^it. 
Enclosure \ contains information as' to the exact spot at which the border was : fl 
crossed. & 

6. Monitch spoke of returning. to the partisans while with them. He 
was told that if he or another should return, they amst^-first stop at Kadanchuk'o 
Monitch was furthermore supplied with a ''password to baused by qpr men ; that 
Kushal might send back to the partisans.!

11. Three days ago, Kushal received a letter from Monitch in Munich, 
stating that the US Government , presumably through. Samnltin, had suggested that 
he return to Byelorussia. He was ashed to collect mi li tary information only* 
Eua>iai has no other details.
